Three  veterans  of  last  year's  team,  Coldsberry,  McKinney,  and 
Heckaman,  and  a  lot  of  novices  started  the  season  against  Mishawaka. 
The  game  was  played  at  the  Mishawaka  field  and  a  near  capacity 
crowd  saw  the  Cavemen  win  twenty-one  to  six.  The  crowd  also  saw 
John  Coldsberry  give  a  brilliant  demonstration  of  tackle  play  —  a  dem- 
onstration  that  he  was  to   repeat  for  the  rest  of  the  season.
